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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Applicant's cooperation is requested in correcting any errors of which applicant 
may become aware in the specification. 

Drawings 

2. Figures 1-3 should be designated by a legend such as -Prior Art- because only 
that which is old is illustrated. See MPEP § 608.02(g). Corrected drawings in 
compliance with 37 CFR 1 .121(d) are required in reply to the Office action to avoid 
abandonment of the application. The replacement sheet(s) should be labeled 
"Replacement Sheet" in the page header (as per 37 CFR 1.84(c)) so as not to obstruct 
any portion of the drawing figures. If the changes are not accepted by the examiner, the 
applicant will be notified and informed of any required corrective action in the next Office 
action. The objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

3. The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show 
every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, "the short circuit line 
having the same length as the radiator" of claims 4 and 7 must be shown or the 
feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). No new matter should be entered. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .121(d) are required in 
reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended 
replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate 
prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

4. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

5. Claims 1-14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

In claim 1, "what is meant by "distance radius"? 

In claim 1 , "the center of the antenna" has no antecedent basis. 

In claim 2, "the right and left center point" has no antecedent basis. 

Claim 2 recites "the feed point is positioned in the right and left center point of the 

antenna". From the claim, it is not clear how one feed point can be positioned in 

the right and the left of the center point of the antenna? 
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In claim 3, what is meant by "A"? 

In claim 3, "the longitudinal end" has no antecedent basis. 

In claim 6, "the upper part of the antenna" and "the lower part of the first radiator" 

have no antecedent basis. 

In claim 9, "the entire contact surface" has no antecedent basis. 

In claim 10, "the radiator" lacks a proper antecedent basis because there are first 

and second radiators recited. 

In claim 1 1 , "the conductive wire" has no antecedent basis. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

6. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 

form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351 (a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

7. Claims 1-3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Wang 
(the US 2002/0118142). 

Regarding claim 1 , the Wang reference teaches in figure 3 a built-in antenna 
mounted on the inside of a wireless communication terminal, comprising: a feed point 
34a for supplying electromagnetic signals to the antenna; and a radiator 34 for releasing 
electric waves based on the electromagnetic waves, wherein the feed point 34a is 
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positioned within a 30% distance radius from the center of the antenna and the electric 
waves are released non-directionally. 

Regarding claim 2, wherein the feed point 34a is positioned in the right and left 
center point of the antenna (figure 3). 

Regarding claim 3, wherein the feed point is positioned at a location of 1/4A 
from the longitudinal end of the radiator (para.[0027]). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

8. Claims 4-14 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection(s) under 35 
U.S.C. 1 12, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to include all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

9. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: none of the cited art discloses a short circuit line for releasing the supplied 
signals partially, the short circuit line being positioned between the short circuit pin and 
the feed point and having the same length as the radiator; or a first radiator for releasing 
Global Standard for Mobile Communication (GSM) band electric waves, the first radiator 
being stretched out to the upper part of the antenna from the feed point; and 

a second radiator for releasing Digital Command Signal (DCS) band electric waves, the 
second radiator being stretched out to the lower part of the first radiator from the feed 
point, wherein an offset current component is minimized and constructive interference 
occur by making the first and second radiators release electromagnetic signals in the 
same direction.
